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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance; 

Applicant's amendment filed on 8/17/04 has been fully considered and they are 
persuasive. 

Referring to new claim 1, the applicant argues that neither Greenway et al nor Gove et al 
nor Anderson et al discloses a number of substantially identical processing units that are 
configured to work in parallel and define a VLIW vector processing assembly. The examiner 
agrees. 

The prior art does not teach or fairly suggest that when considering a hand-held digital 
camera that comprises an image sensor, a reader, a number of substantially identical 
processing units that are configured to work in parallel and are configured to define a VLIW 
vector processing assembly, a crossbar switch and a printer. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the 
issue fee.

b. Mclntyre et al U.S. Patent 5,894,326 disclose in Figures 1-2, an hand held electronic 
camera including an optical printer (30) being adapted to be optically coupled to the 
display when in its print position for producing a hard copy output of the subject 
represented by the display.
